No. F. 9-28/2009-U.3—Whereas the Central Government 
is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the 
UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed-to-be- 
university. 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received for grant of 
status of deemed-to-be-university (under de novo category) 
to National Institute of Food Technology, Entrepreneurship 
& Management (NIFTEM), Kundli, Haryana, under Section 
3 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission have 
examined the said proposal and vide their communication 
F. No. 22-l/2010(CPP-I) dated the 30th April, 2012 have 
recommended conferment of status of 'deemed-to-be- 
university' under de novo category to National Institute of 
Food Technology, Entrepreneurship & Management 
(NIFTEM), Kundli, Haryana, under Section 3 of the UGC 
Act, 1956. 

4. Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956, 
the Central Government, on the advice of the University 
Grants Commission (UGC), hereby declare that 'National 
institute of Food Technology, Entrepreneurship & 
Management (NIFTEM), Kundli, Haryana, shall be deemed 
to be a university for the purposes of the aforesaid Act 
subject to usual conditions, annual review for 5 years by 
the UGC with the help of the Expert Committee. The NIFTEM 
shall obtain accreditation in respect of all its academic 
programmes from the National Board of Accreditation (NBA)/ 
National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC) 
(as may be relevant) within a period of six months. NIFTEM 
shall not also undertake franchising of higher education 
which is not permissible under any circumstances. NIFTEM 
is also not permitted to affiliate any college(s)/institution(s). 

5. The declaration made in para 4 above is further subject 
to fulfillment/compliance of conditions mentioned at Sr. No. 

4 of the endorsement to this Notification.

(x) Secretary, Ministry of Culture, Member-Convenor 

All Members of the Mission would be on part-time basis 
and would not claim any salary for their association with the 
Mission. 

2. TERMS OF REFERENCE 

The following are the terms of reference for the proposed 
National Mission on Libraries :— 

(a) Advising the Government of India on all library and 
information sector matters of national importance. 

(b) Preparing long term plans and strategies for 
development of the library sector, including 
conceptualization and approval of projects and 
preparation of a "National Policy on Library and 
Information Systems for India". 

(c) Interacting with State Governments on all library 
matters, especially on public library matters. 

(d) Setting standards, including quality standards, for 
library collections, services, technical work and 
infrastructure, and devising in built mechanisms to 
ensure compliance for all types of libraries. 

(e) Encouraging and promoting partnership with 
corporate sector, philanthropic organizations, as well 
as bilateral and international agencies in the 
development of the library and information sector. 

(f) Reviewing and assessing current status of library 
and information service education and in-service 
training facilities, and working with agencies such as 
the UGC and universities to address the identified 
issues. 

(g) Coordinating with stakeholder Ministries such as 
the Ministry of Culture, Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Ministry of Information Technology, 
Department of Panchayati Raj etc., to ensure effective 
implementation of the NKC recommendations and 
management of the post-implementation scenario. 


(h) Coordination with other national stakeholders of the 
library and information sector, such as the University 
Grants Commission (UGC), the All India Council for 
Technical Education (AICTE), Raja Rammohun Roy 
Library Foundation (RRRLF), Council for Scientific 
and Industrial Research (CSIR), Indian Council for 
Agricultural Research (ICAR), Indian Council for 
Medical Research (ICMR), Indian Council for Social 
Science Research (ICSSR) and so on, to ensure 
effective implementation of the recommendations and 
management of the post implementation scenario, 

(i) Collaborating with counterpart agencies in other 
countries to explore areas for cooperation which will 
lead to strengthening of India’s library and information 
sector. 

0) Securing public support through advocacy and media 
by providing evidence of delivery, usage, outcomes 
and impact. 

0c) Helping State Governments (that do not yet have 
library legislation) in formulating State Library Acts. 

3. CO-OPT EXPERTS 

The Mission would be free to co-opt experts to associate 
with it in the management of its tasks. 

4. TENURE OF THE MISSION 

The tenure of the National Mission on Libraries will be 
three years. 

5. METHOD OF OPERATION 

The Mission will address its Terms of Reference through 
Working Groups to be constituted for tfre purpose of 
formulating elaborate plans of action. 

6. MANAGEMENT SUPPORT 

The Management Support to the Mission would be as 
follows : 

Raja Rammohun Ray Library Foundation, an autonomous 
body under the Ministry of Culture will be the nodal agency 
for the National Mission on Libraries for administrative, 
logistic, planning and budgeting purposes, 

7. TRAVELLING AND DAILY ALLOWANCE 

The non-official members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances for attending the meeting of the National Mission 
on Libraries according to the existing norms. Sitting Fee will 
also be paid according to the rates fixed by the Government 
of India from time to time.

No. 2(32)/2009-EG-II—Whereas the Department of 
Electronics and Information Technology (Deit Y), Ministry 
of Communications and Information Technology, Government 
of India (Gol) is driving the National e-Govemance Plan 
(Nev»3) which seeks to create the Governance and 
institutional framework for e-Govemance in the coimtry to 
implement a number of Mission Mode Projects at the Centre 
and States and also to promote the usage of Open Standards 
for the purpose to avoid any technology lock-ins. 

AND whereas Standards in eGovemance are a hi gh 
priority in order to ensure sharing of information and seamless 
interoperability of data across eGovemance applications 


and Deit Y, GOI has setup an Institutional Mechanism under 
NeGP to evolve/adopt Standards for eGovemance. 

AND WHEREAS an immediate need has been felt to 
have Technical Standards for various identified domains 
based on the Policy on Open Standards, which would enable 
interoperability of applications and seamless sharing of Data. 

AND Whereas the Competent Authority on Standards 
has approved the Technical Standards in 47 identified areas. 

NOW, this Department hereby notifies the use of 
Technical Standards in these 47 areas w.e.f. the date of 
notification. The Standards can be downloaded from 
http://egovstandards.gov.in. All the Ministries of the GOI 
and all the State Governments and Union Territories are 
advised to adopt the notified standards in the design, 
development, deployment and implementation of all ICT 
applications.
